To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck 
Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madeline,  Lady  Lees  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  for  the  Year  1955. 

The  health  of  the  district  remained  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and 
the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  remained  comparatively  low.  There  was 
one  fatal  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  district  show  no  marked  variation  from  those 
for  the  previous  year  and  call  for  little  comment;  they  compare  favourably 
with  those  for  England  and  Wales. 

It  is  regretted  that  the  Council  has  been  forced  to  slow  up  the  house 
building  programme  after  having  made  such  excellent  progress  in  previous  years. 
Although  the  number  of  applicants  for  houses  which  totalled  531  at  the  end  of 
1947  had  been  reduced  to  319  at  the  end  of  1955,  there  are  still  many  families 
in  urgent  need  of  improved  housing  accommodation.  A  most  satisfactory 
feature  is  the  increased  number  of  houses  being  improved  with  the  aid  of  grant 
under  Section  20  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949;  during  the  year  101  applications 
were  made  in  respect  of  houses  compared  with  41  in  1954. 


Negotiations  were  proceeding  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  connection  with  the 
Council's  Comprehensive  Water  Scheme;  it  is  not  anticipated  that  these 
negotiations  will  hold  up  the  scheme  when  a  starting  date  is  announced.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  TIIE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  remained  substantially  the  same  as  in 
1954.  No  new  sources  of  public  supply  were  brought  into  use,  and  apart  from 
the  laying  of  mains  to  serve  the  whole  of  the  village  of  Bere  Regis  from  the 
Briantspuddle  source  there  were  no  major  extensions  of  existing  supplies. 

The  yield  from  the  borehole  at  East  Knighton  decreased  to  such  an  extent 
at  the  beginning  of  August  that  supplies  had  to  be  restricted.  It  is  proposed 
to  connect  the  Winfrith  distribution  system  to  the  main  Comprehensive  Scheme 
as  soon  as  possible. 

Only  those  parts  of  the  district  which  are  served  by  Public  Water  Under¬ 
takings  can  be  regarded  as  having  a  water  supply  which  is  satisfactory  both  in 
quantity  and  quality.  In  nearly  all  parts  of  the  remainder  of  the  district 
there  is  some  degree  of  water  shortage  during  summer  months,  and  in  dry  periods 
there  is  acute  shortage  especially  in  the  Valley  Road  Harmans  Cross  area  and 
the  Glebe  Estate,  Studland  which  rely  mainly  on  rain-water  supplies,  and  the 
Wool  village  where  many  of  the  newer  houses  rely  on  shallow  wells. 

The  smaller  village  supplies  are  variable  in  quantity  and  quality  and  are 
not  wholly  satisfactory.  The  majority  of  the  old  wells  in  the  district  are 
poorly  constructed  and  yield  water  of  doubtful  quality. 

A  total  of  124  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination;  74  were  taken  from  public  supplies,  4  from  small  piped 
supplies  and  47  from  individual  wells.  The  results  of  bacteriological 
examinations  are  given  on  page  5. 


Statutory  Areas  of  Supply  of  Yfater  Undertakings  within  the  District 

Poole  Corporation  Supply:  The  parishes  of  Lytchett  Minster  and  Lytchett 

Matravers,  so  much  of  the  parish  of  Morden  as  lies  to  the  north  of  an  imaginary 
straight  line  commencing  at  the  most  westerly  extremity  of  the  parish  of 
Lytchett  Matravers  and  running  in  a  direction  west  by  north  terminating  at  the 
southernmost  extremity  of  the  parish  of  Sturminster  Marshall,  and  so  much  of 
the  parish  of  Wareham  St.  Martin  as  lies  to  the  east  of  an  imaginary  line  drawn 
parallel  to  and  200  yards  to  the  west  of  the  main  road  from  Blandford  to  Wareham. 

Swanage  Urban  District  Council’s  supply:  The  parish  of  Langton  Matravers  and 

the  village  of  Corfe  Castle. 

Lulworth  Castle  Estate  supply;  The  parish  of  West  Lulworth. 


Proposed  New  Water  Supplies 

Main  Comprehensive  Scheme;  This  scheme  is  for  the  supply  of  water  from  the 
Council’s  borehole  at  Briantspuddle  which  was  acquired  in  1952,  to  all  parts  of 
the  district  not  already  served  by  a  piped  supply  from  a  public  water  under¬ 
taking.  The  scheme  has  been  included  provisionally  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  in  the  Grant-aided  work  for  1956/57.  Terms  are 
being  negotiated  for  supplying  water  in  bulk  to  the'  Swanage  Urban  District 
Council,  the  War  Department  and  the  proposed  Atomic  Energy  Research  Establish¬ 
ment.  Mains  are  being  laid  in  Bere  Regis,  and  the  Ministry  has  authorised 

an  extension  to  Rye  Hill  -  this  will  be  a  9”  diameter  main  to  link  up  with  the 
proposed  trunk  main  from  Blackhill  to  Grange. 


Temporary  Village  District  Schemes 

These  are  schemes  for  the  supply  of  vn  ter  from  local  sources  until  water 
becomes  available  from  the  main  BriantspucU'J e  source,  and  are  planned  so  that 
the  greater  part  of  the  installation  and  dl- dributing  mains  can  be  used  when 
the  main  comprehensive  scheme  is  developed,  Schemes  have  already  been 
completed  for  supplying  Church  Fnowle,  Bloxworth  and  Morden,  Winfrith, 
Stoborough  and  Ridge. 

Acton.  (Langton  Mat ravers )  This  is  a  scheme  for  supplying  Acton,  the  water 
being  taken  in  bulk  from  the  Swanage  Urban  District  Council’s  supply.  The 
scheme  has  been  approved  and  a  contractor  appointed  and  it  is  anticipated  work 
will  commence  in  the  Spring  of  1956. 

Stud land.  This  scheme  is  still  in  abeyance. 


Piped  Supplies. 


Public  : 

Affpuddle,  Turners  Puddle  and  a  part  of  Bere  Regis  from  the  Briantspuddle 
source.  The  water  is  derived  from  a  deep  bore  in  the  chalk  at  Briantspuddle 

and  is  chlorinated.  Samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  have  proved 
satisfactory. 

Bestwall  area  and  a  few  houses  at  Worgret  from  the  Wareham  Borough  Council’s 
supply. 

Church  Fnowle,  Bloxworth  and  Morden,  and  Winfrith  are  each  supplied  from  local 
sources  by  the  Rural  District  Council. 

Corfe  Castle  and  Langton  Matravers  from  the  Swanage  Urban  District  Council's 
supply. 

Stoborough  and  Ridge  are  supplied  by  the  Rural  District  Council  with  water 
purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Wareham  Borough  Council. 

Upton,  Lytchett  Minster,  Organford  and  Sandford  from  Poole  Corporation  supply. 

West  Lulworth,  East  Lulworth  and  Coombe  Feynes  from  the  Lulworth  Castle  Estate 
supply. 

These  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  both  with  regard 
to  quantity  and  quality. 


Privately  Owned. 

Chaldon  Herring  has  a  standpipe  supply  from  Lulworth  Castle  Estate,  and  the 
water  bacteriologically  is  highly  satisfactory. 

Kingston,  Kimmeridge  and  Wool  village  have  small  piped  gravity  supplies  from 
surface  springs.  The  water  with  the  exception  of  the  Kingston  supply  which 
is  now  chlorinated,  is  untreated  and  tho  results  of  bacteriological  examination 
of  samples  taken  from  these  small  supplies  are  variable. 

Studland  Village  supply  is  derived  from  surface  water  collected  on  neighbouring 
hea-bhland  areas.  The  water  is  sand  filtered  and  give  consistent  highly 
satisfactory  results.  The  quantity  of  water  available  is  very  limited  and 
shortage  is  experienced  during  summer  months. 

There  has  been  no  major  alteration  to  the  source  of  supply  in  these 
areas  during  the  year.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

There  are  main  sewerage  systems  in  the  villages  of  Langton  Matravers  and 
West  Lulworth,  and  in  the  Sandford  and  Bestvra.ll  areas  of  the  parish  of  Wareham 
St.  Martin.  Particulars  of  these  sewerage  systems  are  given  on  page  7. 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  at  Briants- 
puddle.  The  need  for  main  sewerage  in  the  principal  villages  in  the  district 
is  appreciated  by  the  Council,  and  it  is  intended  to  carry  out  the  schemes  which 
are  at  present  in  abeyance  for  Corfe  Castle  and  Wool  as  soon  as  circumstances 
permit.  The  Council  is  already  committed,  in  addition  to  the  Comprehensive 
Water  Supply  Scheme  for  the  district,  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  sewerage  scheme 
for  the  Upton  area  of  Lytchett  Mincter. 


Proposed  Sewerage  Schemes 

Briantspuddle :  During  the  year  a  start  was  made  on  the  scheme  for  sewering 

the  village  and  the  construction  of  disposal  works.  It  is  hoped  the  scheme 
will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  Summer  1956. 

Sandford  :  The  Council  has  accepted  a  tender  for  extending  the  Sandford 

sewerage  system  to  an  area  East  of  Gore  Hill.  This  extension  will  ultimately 
serve  110  houses. 

Upton:  A  Public  Inquiry  into  the  Council’s  proposals  for  the  sewering  of 

l/pton  and  the  construction  of  disposal  works  was  conducted  by  Sir  Hugh  Maloney, 
Bart.,  M.I.C.E.  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  at  the  Council 
Offices  on  23rd.  March,  1955.  The  Ministry  has  approved  the  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  scheme  submitted  by  the  Council.  Suggestions  by  the  Lytchett 
Minster  Parish  Council  that  the  Rural  District  Council  should  obtain  further 
particulars  of  Poole  Corporation’s  scheme  for  adjoining  areas  were  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  at  a  meeting  at  the  Ministry  in  January  1956. 

Corfe  Castle  :  This  scheme  which  was  the  subject  of  a  Ministry  of  Health 

Inquiry  in  1947,  is  in  abeyance  for  the  time  being. 

Wool :  Plans  for  the  sewering  of  this  village  were  completed  several  years  ago, 

but  protracted  negotiations  with  the  War  Department  for  the  purchasing  of  the 
existing  disposal  works  at  Bovington  broke  down  in  1951,  since  then  the  scheme 
has  been  in  abeyance. 


Public  Conveniences ; 

Corfe  Castle:  The  Rural  District  Council  provided  a  public  convenience  in 

1951 ,  to  meet  the  need  of  tourists  visiting  this  village. 

Lulworth  Cove  :  Conveniences  are  provided  at  Lulworth  Cove  by  the  owner  of  the 

beach  to" meet  the  need  of  holiday  makers. 

Studland  :  Conveniences  are  provided  at  both  ends  of  the  beach  by  the  owner  to 

meet  the  needs  of  holidaymakers.  The  Council’s  scheme  for  the  conversion 

of  the  old  telephone  exchange  into  public  conveniences  to  serve  the  village  was 
submitted  for  approval  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  and 
arrangements  were  made  to  complete  the  purchase  of  the  site  when  the  Minister’s 
formal  approval  is  received.

Remarks  :  The  West  Lulworth  sewage  which  is  untreated  is  discharged  into 

the  sea  in  the  deep  water  to  the  west  of  Lulworth  Cove. 

Sandford  sewage  is  treated  by  sedimentation,  sludge  drying  and 
effluent  filtration.  The  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River  Piddle. 

Bestwall  sewage  is  discharged  untreated  into  the  adjoining 
Wareham  Borough  sewer. 

Langton  Matravers  sewage  is  discharged  untreated  into  the  Swanage 
Urban  District  Council’s  sewerage  system.

Refuse  Collection

The  refuse  of  the  whole  district  is  disposed  of  in  a  large  disused  gravel 
pit  on  an  uninhabited  heath  land  site.  There  has  been  no  complaint  of  nuisance 
or  rat  infestation  arising  from  the  site.

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HOUSING 


The  Rural  Housing  Survey  throughout  the  district  was  continued  during 
the  year  and  is  now  nearing  completion.  From  the  table  shown  later  in  this 
report  it  can  be  seen  that  4699  houses  below  a  Rateable  Value  of  £20  have  been 
surveyed.  Of  these  1506  or  approximately  32%  are  completely  fit,  623  or  13% 
have  only  minor  defects;  922  or  20%  have  major  defects.  A  total  of  1222  or 
2 6%  have  been  classified  as  requiring  structural  alteration  and  renovation 
while  9%  have  been  scheduled  as  beyond  repair  at  a  reasonable  expense. 

Improvement  grants  under  the  1949  Housing  Act  were  continued  by  this 
Council  throughout  the  year  and  some  considerable  number  of  houses  have  been 
improved.  As  yet  these  improvements  have  not  been  included  in  the  final 
figures  for  the  Rural  Housing  Survey,  but  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  Council 
have  been  wise  in  this  continuation  of  the  improvement  grant  policy,  for  this  is 
undoubtedly  one  sure  way  of  securing  the  improvement  of  housing  conditions 
without  detracting  from  the  natural  charm  of  the  locality. 

Six  demolition  orders  were  made  during  the  year  and  undertakings  not  to  use 
for  human  habitation  until  rendered  fit  were  accepted  in  respect  of  five 
dwellings. 

The  number  of  houses  completed  under  the  Council's  Housing  programme  was 
34  compared  with  60  in  the  previous  year,  and  t he  number  of  applicants  on  the 
waiting  list  for  Council  houses  is  now  319  compared  with  427  at  the  end  of  1954*

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PREVALENCE  aND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  in  the  district  during 
the  year.  There  was  one  death  from  acute  paralytic  poliomyelitis,  eleven  deaths 
from  pneumonia  and  one  from  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis :  Two  paralytic  and  two  non  paralytic  cases  occurred  in 

Lulworth  Camp  amongst  Service  families  between  the  first  week  in  September  and  the 
second  week  of  October.  Both  the  paralytic  cases  were  adults,  one  being  fatal. 

As  children  from  the  Camp  attended  schools  in  the  Swanage ,  Dorchester  and  Bovington 
areas  all  Camp  children  were  excluded  from  school,  and  the  Service  Medical 
Authorities  enforced  restrictions  on  contacts. 

Two  paralytic  cases  amongst  Service  families  were  notified  in  Bovington  Camp 
toward  the  end  of  October,  but  no  connection  could  be  established  between  these  and 
the  Lulworth  cases.  Of  the  two  remaining  cases,  both  paralytic,  one  occurred  in 
Wool  during  the  last  vreek  in  June  and  one  in  the  Studland  area  during  the  second 
week  in  October?  both  appear  to  be  isolated  cases. 

Food  Poisoning;  Notification  was  received  on  10th.  August,  of  suspected  food 
poisoning  in  a  household  of  three  adults  and  two  children,  and  a  dog  aged  18  months. 
All,  except  one  adult  were  severely  affected  with  vomiting,  diarrhoea,  colic  and 
fever.  The  family  kept  seven  ducks ,  and  about  two  days  before  the  onset  of  the 
illness  they  ate  a  salad  containing  hard  boiled  duck  eggs. 

Samples  of  faeces  from  all  the  household,  including  the  dog,  were  positive. 

An  organism  -  Salmonella  typhi  murium,  which  is  commonly  associated  with  food 
poisoning  due  to  duck  eggs,  was  recovered  in  each  case.  Nine  eggs  which  were 
laid  immediately  following  the  last  consumed  by  the  family  and  four  freshly  laid 
on  the  12th.  August,  gave  a  profuse  growth  of  the  same  organism  -  Salmonella 
typhi  murium. 

It  is  known  that  about  1.5  to  2  per  cent  of  all  duels  are  carriers  of  the 
organism  Salmonella  typhi  murium,  and  that  the  organism  will  survive  light  cooking. 
It  is  emphasised  that  duck  eggs  should  be  boiled  for  at  least  fifteen  minutes  or 
used  only  for  foods  requiring  a  long  period  of  cooking  at  a  high  temperature. 

Para-typhoid  fever:  This  was  an  isolated  case  whioh  was  infected  from  a  source 

outside  the  district. 

Particulars  of  other  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  are  given  in  the 
tables  which  follow  and  call  for  little  comment.  Only  one  case  of  scarlet  fever 
and  one  case  of  measles  were  admitted  to  hospital.  The  one  case  of  dysentery 
notified  was  of  the  Sonne  type.
